Group I, claim(s) 1-3, drawn to Figures 1-2: a run-flat support member composed of an 
annular support surface shell with elastic rings for supporting the shell on a rim. 

Group II, claim(s) 4-6, drawn to Figures 3-4: a run-flat insert with a support surface 
mounted in a rim well. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The inventions each 
have unique physical structures. For example, invention I is a run-flat member formed 
from a spring steel annular member with elastic rings for supporting the spring steel 
member on a rim; this run-flat member providing resilient support for a tire in an under- 
inflated condition. Invention II is a run-flat member that is formed as an "I" or "H" shaped 
block that is mounted to the rim; providing a non-resilient support for a tire in an under- 
inflated condition. 

Therefore, each invention functions in a manner completely different to the other 
invention, and thus lack the same special technical features. 



3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention referred to in Group II above. These species are deemed to lack unity of 
invention because they are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows:
